DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

I. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

II. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Miyah 
et al., US No. 6,406,032 ("Miyah"). 

Miyah discloses a cylinder head gasket plate having at least one flow conducting 
element (Fig. 1 ). The flow conducting element is provided on the cylinder head gasket, 
so as to protrude from the gasket (Fig. 3). The gasket plate compromises openings (3). 
The gasket is multi-layered (Fig. 4g). 

Examiner Note: The claims are being examined as they pertain to the sub- 
combination. The functional language of the claims are given little patentable weight b/c 
the structural elements are capable of meeting the functional limitations. 

Response to Arguments 

III. Applicant's primary argument is that the element that Examiner has called a flow- 
conducting element, does not in fact constitute such an element. Examiner disagrees. 
Flow-Conducting is a very broad limitation. Beads 23a, and 23b are fully capable of 
allowing (i.e. conducting flow). 
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As far as the structure of the engine block is concerned, the limitations are given 
very little patentable weight because applicant has not positively claimed the sealing 
arrangement including the engine block, therefor the claims have been examined as 
they pertain to the sub-combination of a cylinder head gasket.
